there to warn consular officers that this individual should not' 
be allowed to travel. The l.'C also suggests that GswaT.d was he;'! god 
by a passport official who came forward to help hin and who 
cane from a bach room in the office. 

This nay suggest that Oswald had 'friends’ who by-passed regular 
channels for hin - for example, U.\; Consular official diehard 
Snyder saw hin in the Embassy in ho scow regarding his passport. 
(David harston and I chocked Snyder '« background and found that 
ho was hale 1 47, fluent in East European languages, and had 
been An intelligence in the i.mcd forces, he felt that it would 
l>e helpful to speak to hin and find out whether his functions 
for the US went beyond simply Consular duties). 

Oswald had told hin mother after leaving the Marines that he 
intended to study at the Elbert hchweitxer institute j n Gwifcxor- 
land/ I find this difficult to accept since Oswald was a* high 
school dropout who had never indicated any enjoyment of studying.- 

Furthermore, at the time I worked for Schweiker, ITcwswoek had 
published an article on CIE fronts around the world. I asked the 
.Swiss culture minister in 'Washington if there was a Schweitzer 
institute, and he had never heard of it. Oswald did fill out a 
onc-pago application for admission, though, and it is reprinted 
in the l.'C volumes/

The UC does admit that in the hospital after the incident, Cswal 
was visited by d.VD (internal security) people, who gave, hit.: none, 
and set him up at work in trust . bVn and ICO I.’ are all part of the 
Soviet's foreign and domestic intelligence apparatus. Oswald’s 
married I'.nrina in the USSh, her Lmclo and i:VD~ officer. 

During the tine ho v;us in the USSh, Oswald apparently enjoyed

because Soviet citisens could not .freely travel between cities. 

Oswald's literary works apparently almost stopped Rep ‘ eggs from 
signing the UC deport.

after cw paring these works with Oswald ' s early writing samples,

Richard ilnydor apparently pave Oswald sane money in bo. scow to buy 
pannage 'or hi: molf and Farina to cone to the US. Although this is 
a possible action, Snyder claiuinrj it was a loan, the docvxsunts 
relating to the .'return do not indicate that at any tiric the biibassy 
was concerned with the fact that Farina, who was given a visa to 
enter the US, \::\a related to an UVD agent. (After all, this was in 
19G1, the height of the cold war). 


In the US after his return, 0 sea Id found too sets of suspicious 
friends in the Southwest. 1. George Do llohronsohildt, a highly 
cultured hliito— hussian, a friend of F.rs. JFF (letters between 
then are in the ’..C i materials ) , and a well— hnown anti-Co: ’rr.unist. 
It is incongrous that George Dr-::, would associate himself with 
Oswald if the i.'C is correct in its evaluation that Oswald had 
become a vocal p.ro-Coi mnist. Da: 1. had been in Guatemala City 
on 17 April 100.1, the dan the nay of Digs invasion was staged. 
It is highly unlihelv ho a ms there for pleasure on that day. 
David Ferry, a right-wing CIA pilot, who d 1 s s appeared in 19G7 
on his way to testify for Din Garrissen (I believe he was la. ter 
found dead.) was also in Gunk. City that day. ?. . Oswald became 
associated with the Payne fnnily. 'flic I.’C had classified as 
sensitive Fill reports, on the Payne going as far as 20 years bef< 
Oswald ca.no into the picture.. These reports cane from various 
cities/ I believe it essential to see then so as to see if Oswa!

Tlio Fair Play for Cuba offices wore at 45f> Camp Street in Few 
Orleans, there leaflets Oswald produced arc reproduced in the h’C 
boohs, the address is blotted out. Jin Garrison discovered that 
this was another entrance to the same building that housed the 
anti-Castro CIA contingent in Louisiana. The FFI materials in the 
V;C group reports by informants in the anti-Castro group: in the 
sane files as the pro-Cnfctro Fair Play group that Oswaid, had 
organised. Individuals involved in both of these groups might died 
some light as to whether they were different groups at all. I 
believe there is reason to doubt whether Oswald was ever a 
Communist sympathiser. 


There is one photograph, . and a partially censored report, regarding 
a possible Oswald trip to the Le::ieun island of Cornu :oI in !.( G2. 

If lie \.ms there, he might have boon involved with anti -Castro 
groups that were prep. .ring s tribes against Cuts .after the Fay of 
Pigs.

concept to the final way JI'K died in l.'ovembor, i.o., gun from a 
tall building firing at motorcade.

David Knrston and I traced a possible link between Officer

Birch society members in the Dallas Chamber of Com.merce. Those 
individuals played cards together. The UC claimed that Oswald 
had tried to kill 'walker in April of 1963. But Oswald rifle, 
which the UC claimed was used both against talker and JFK, was 
G.5 un, while the gun fired at I.'alker was 30.09, as the bullet 
wan recovered from talker's home, talker was controversial in 
1963 for nnti-Connimist and anti-integration activities in Terras. 
Also, there is reason to J-.eli.cvo that Ruby was close to F.L Hunt's 
family. Aunt, who died several years ago, was n prominent Terras 
businessman, very right-wing, tub y had sent friends to see 
Hunt's sons just days before JFK died.

This is an o:.:t.i:c::c:j.y important arc.;, as Korico wan a center of 
activity relating to Cuba at the tine. Fcnstcrwald ban identified 
Will. an Caudet an having traveled out. aide the US at the nano tine* 
an Oswald on several oceans ions. Caudet told hud that the WC v-.mld 
not release! his nano until 2020 , and is sore that it came out, and 
is willing to talk. Caudet wan CIA, set up a newsletter about Latin 
America in the late 50 ’s, early GO’S. ho worked for UG hews in the 
40 ' s. 

The 2 Oswald theory is very significant David Phillips told me 

he heard Oswald in Kcrico at the Cuban and Russian consulates. David 
wanted no to know that he heard either directly, or by recording, 
Oswald's voice/ Also the CIA tool: a photograph of . a nan entering' 
one of the consulates, and sais this nan was Oswald. A cover- 
sheet to the photo was sent out in October of 19 G a . 

There arc a number of problems : First of all, in a letter to an 
Official of the Soviet embassy in Washington (in WC books : The 
Official is identified in John Darren's book, KGh. as an agent 
later cupelled from the Soviet Dnbassy, London’) in early bover box' 
of 19G3, Oswald claims ho did not use his real name when he spoke 
in the consulates. Also, out cables from the US • Embassy one day 
after the JFK murder suggest that Oswald way have entered korioo 
under an alias. If this is true, and the photo taken in : o::ico 
is not Oswald (the photo is identified in the WC kooks as an 
'unidentified nan) then lioi; could David Phillips have Leon so sure 
at the tine that the man l»c hoard in Korico was Oswald! ..Iso, why 
did Oswald wx'ite to a KG A agent? 

After John ilcConc met with RFK on 22 Fovenbor at UFA'S Virginia 
home, -just after JFK had been shot, 'the FIJI sent a copy of the 
above mentioned photo to the FLU in Dallas. The FIJI cut out the 
background of the photo (I assume there is still a complete 
original around) and asked Oswald's mother who the man is. Since 
this time , Oswald's mother has been convinced that her- son was 
working for the UG. Clearly the FIJI and CIA. were baffled by the man 
they wore sure was Osv/ald in the photo, unless one of the agencies 
had sent the man to Korico to. claim he was Oswald and the agency 
has kept this a secret. 

The WC heard testimony by a woman (I believe named Aguirre , although 
this is easily verified) who said that in late September of 19G3, 
one Leon Oswald, who looked, erectly like Lee Oswald and several 
Cuban e nil es , planned JFK's niirdex- at hex- home, her testimony is 
very detailed. The WC impeached the testimony only bo saying that 
it could not ho correct been u so Oswald was in Korico at the tine, 
but if he wo s not in Korico, then ho was plotting, and if he was 

plotting, then there might have been a cortspiracy this is a 

vital lead.

The depositions taken by the Dalian polico thin day arc very 
intcrcstung because they show a different set of events than the 
KC.

Thin could bo omportant bocauco Jim 
Currioon claims that the CIA ban a practice of triple-hatting, which 
mcanc using one agent for several jo)).'; so an to cut down on the 
number of people in each operation. A Dalian reporter gave the KC 
hie notes, which chow that at Parkland hospital he was approached 
by Jack Kuby. The KC says this did not take place, but the roportor 
innists that he know kuby, and his notes on this follow chronologically 
at Parkland. If kuby was there, then he night have anticipated JFK's 
arrival (Parkland would have ’. eon the logical place for the Secret 
Service to go in that area if there had been an incident). This 
would tend to go against assertions that Ruby did not become involved 
until after JFK died. 

There are other depositions not used by KC by t taken bv Dallas police 
in which people claim that they saw gunmen running from the; book 
depository and ether events contradictory to the kC's findings. 

There are phone records (still partially withhold ) that chow calls 
between Ruby's Chub phono and a phono number in Cnlvostcn ‘..'e ras in 
the name of David Forrir. The mere fact that the KC sought these 
number indicates that they were thinking of possible links. 

It is reported that Mexican President Lopes Mateos, in northern 
Mexico at the time, was chocked to hear of JFK's death and concerned 
that it may have boon planned in Mexico. lie was very close to Kinficld. 
Scott - do the materials just after the murder of JFK indicate that 
Mexican police authorities destroyed conspiracy leads? 

(?■) The barren Commission 

The Coleman Report on conspiracies must be examined, and Coleman must 
bo asked about it. The problem is that the report asks the KC to look 
deeper into foreign involvement, something the KC did not do. In fact 
the KC was originally given only three months, and submitted its 
report in ten. The transcripts of the KC executive scessiens (net all 
arc do-classified) indicate that there was disagreement as to whether 
foreign matters should bo ecanincd# 

Kaggoncr Carr, Texas AC, told the KC that there might be links between 
Oswald and the Fkl (see Lonnie Kudkins articles on this , I'JGf ) . During 
'the session in which this was discussed, the KC Members, prodded by 
Dulles and Senator kussel, decide not to go further with t.-.is so as to 
avoid irritating 0 i: Hoover.

Tho l.'C appears to l.>o apologetic in its Keport about that fact that 
it was fed natorial by FDI/CIA, and had no investigate staffof its 
own. I wan told that Arlen Spectre, who developed tho single-bullet 
theory, brohe down in tours after weeks oi' ytfc&mpting to get those 
agencies to let hin see the JFK autopsy photos, rinally ho received 
one, a back shot, and developed the. theory, be never saw detailed 
frontal shots according to ny source. 

The L'osonko affair is also worth following uo - Duel Fensterwald told . 
me that Oswald's defector file was taken from the State Department 
in connection with Kosenko ' s visit. 

It might be a good idea to get hold of Jean Daniel, the journalist 
who was with Castro the day JFK died.
